The brick machine, invented at Wiscasset, 
Maine, by J. M. Mrookings, by competent 
judges, will entirely supercede the present 
mode of making brick. ‘Uhe following is a 
description of it from the Wiscasset Latelli- 
genecr 
© The mortar is received into a large hop- 
per, where it may be ground fine enough for 
potter's use— passes into the moulds, which 
are conveyed through a channel to the hands 
of the workmen. The mould is returned to a 
trough, where an apparatus washes and clean. 
ses it with reat exapedition—it 1s then placed 
on the other end of the channel, passes under 
the feeder of the hopper, and out at the other 
of the channel, as above described. The 
whole machinery is moved bya wheel 34 feet 
in diameter, which may be turned with ease 
by a lad of 12 years. It may be adapted to 
han 1, horse or water power. With hands suffi 
cient to place the mortar in the hopper, re- 
ceiwe and return the moulds, one hand at the 
wheel may mould 30,000 bricks in a day. By 
water power, the machine may be made to 
form 100,000 or more, a8 One turn of the 
wheel forms a brick. It is placed on a car- 
riage to convey it to different parts of the 
yard, or elsewhere. The pressing machine ts 
very economical, and requires less fobour 
than any thing yet invented. The whole ex- 
pense of the machine for making and pressing 
brick (adapted to hand power) will not ex- 
ceed 30 dollars.”

Phe contents of Paris papers and letters of 
Wednesday set conjecture at rest with respect 
to the success.0a to the Russian throne, and 
at the saine time explain the extraordinary 
circumstance of its being so long vacant. It 
would appear that the two imperial brothers, 
Coustantine and Nicholas, had vied with each 
other in a generous renunciation of their re 
spective claims—the former from a taithfal 
adherence to an old engagement. Nicholas 
refused to reign under the will of the late 
Empcror, who, according to the uncertain 
rules of succession in Russia, could appoint 
his successor—and Constantine, who was 

bound to resign his pretensions by a family 
compact, refused to make his legitimac:s 
available against a voluntary surrender. The 
former proclaimed the absent Emperor, and 
took the oaths of allegiance to bim—the lat- 
ter, disregarding his birth-riglts, offered subd 
mission to Nicholas 1. Russia was thus in the 
strange predicament of having two self-deny- 
ing emperors, and no active ruler. The crown 
of the Czars was in abeyance, tll couriers 
passed between Warsaw and Petersburg. — 
Each brother was in his turn a subject and a 
sovereign, and both stood at the portals of 
power, amicably disputing the point of pre- 
cedence, Constantine has at last submitte-] to 
take the command of forty millions of men. 

It appears by official documents, that there 
were imported into London and Liverpool, 
from Ireland during the last year, a quantity 
of wheat, flour, oats and other corn—and in 
beef, pork and butter, amounting to upwards 
of four millions sterling or about 18 millions 
of dollars, This is exclusive of the exports 
from Ireland to other ports in England—to 
Scotland and all other parts of the world. 

The number of short stage coaches standing 
in the streets of the city of London, is 421, 
and the number of Journies which they make 
daily is 1194. The number in the rest of the 
metropolis is sepposed to be still greater. 

A gentleman farmer, of Norfolk, England, 
engaged fora bet of 20 sovereigns, to ride his 
boar pig, from Wisbench to bis own house in 
one hour, He accomplished the delightful 
task in fitty minutes. 

A new line of packets was established at 
Liverpool, at the beginning of January, to ply 
regularly between that port and Rio de Ja- 
neire. 

An English paper says: ** At an auction 
lost week, for the sale of the stock of Mr 
Charles Hest, a greyhound was sold for no less 
than 120 guineas! '!” 

The Hospital at the Salpetriere, at Paris, is 
a most extensive establishment. The kitchen 
contains four boilers, each of which will hold 
two oxen, and convert them into soup. They 
are calculated to contain 1200 pounds of meat 
each. The extent of the wardrobe may be 
estimated from the following specimens of the 
lingerie, or store room for clean linen which 
cestains 38,000 sheets, 19,500 pillow cases, 
29,000 women’s neckerchiefs, 22,000 night 
caps, &e, 

The dividend of the bank of France for the 
last six months of the year 1825, was fixed at 
iY frances a share, leaving a reserve of Of. 
50c per share. The current price of shares 
before the dividend, was 2060 francs. 

LONDON.—During the year 1824, the 
number of christenings in the city of London, 
was 25,634, burials 21,026. Executions 14. 
Some calculations of the food annually con- 
sumed in this city have been lately published, 
by which it appears, that the value of the cat 
tle, sold in Smithfield market, is eight and a 
half millions of pounds sterling. The annual 
consumption of butter is eleven thousand tons, 
and of cheese thirteen thousand. The money 
pail annually, is supposed to amount to one 
million two hundred and fifty thousand pounds 
sterling; one of the market tenders, during a 
considerable portion of the year sells fourteen 
thousand rabbits weekly.

The official account of the battle of Saran- 
di, rought on the 12th of October, between 
the Patriot General Lavalleja and the ra- 
z lian forces in the Banda Oriental, has been 
received, Lavalleja formed a union of the 
different divisions of his troops, at Sarancti, 
early on the morning of the 12th.
